WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The su­ 
preme court, under the leadership 
of Chief Justice Taft, has established 
a new’ record for expedition in ren­ 
dering opinions and otherwise dispos­ 
ing of cases. 
When it took a recess 
last Monday it had at the present 
term disposed of 243 cases compared 
with 192 cases disposed of during the 
corresponding period last year. 
Of the cases disposed of during the 
present term, 121 were by written 
opinion and 122 by order o£ the court 
through denials and other final dis­ 
position of motions and applications. 
Last year at this time the court had 
disposed of 76 eases by opinions and 
116 by action upon motions and appli­ 
cations.

be m isthrow n to th a t o th er city, it 
is a m a tter of chance w hether or not 
it will be delivered; and if it Is de­ 
livered there is sure to be a delay. 
T raveling men som etim es fall in­ 
to the habit of using th e word “City” 
as a p art of the address, forgetful 
of th e fact th a t when the le tter is 
m ailed it will not be in the city in 
whic hthey reside, and therefore de­ 
lay, and perhaps non-delivery, is the I 
result. 
The 
designation 
North, I 
South, E ast or W est befor? the nam e j 
of the stre e t should always be used, j 
to avoid delay, when it is required as I 
a p art of the address.
